Topekar Kan., Dec. 31.—"If the liquor 
traffic is a state and not à national is* 
sué why does the govèrnmeht impose a 
tax on it and grant a license to people 
to engage in the business?" 


That wa,8 the "question John P. S^ 
John, the first prohibition governor of 
Kansas put to the national convention 
of the Inter'Collegiate Prohibition asso- 
ciation here -today. , "If it is purely a 
state matter why does a governmenc 
ofiScial carry the. keys»' to a distillery," 
.continued the former governor. 
"The 
contention that the liquor question is a 
state issue has ^ 
foundation in his- 
tory, justice or common sense." 


Kansas was pointed to as proof fhac 
prohibition actually does prohibit in an 
address by Arthur Capper, ^vemor- 
elect of Kansas, last night. He asserted 
that the fact that Kansas is prosperous 
and at peace with itself is larjgely due 
to prohibition. 


"Prohibition is not an easy condition 
to achieve or maintain," he said. 
"It 
takes constant vigilance and ceaseless 
enforcement of law." 


Women Against Liquor. 


Mr. Capper touched on woman suf- 
frage in Kansas when he asserted' that 
in the state no man can gain office on 
what is known as a "wide-open" plat- 
form; that the women would defeat'him 
if the men shou^ fail. 


Kansas has 
reduced 
its per capita 
consumption of liquor to $1.2? annually, 
as compared to 
the 
$21 annual per 
capita consumption of the average state 
having saloons, the speaker pointed out- 
He also asserted Kansas has the lowest 
percentage of illiteracy in the United 
States, largely as the result of its thir- 
ty-two years of prohibition, and com- 
pared conditions in Kansas with those 
in Missouri—the nearest state with sa- 
loons. 


Compares With Missouri. 


"In Missouri one farmer in 100 owns 
an automobile," he said, "while in Kan- 
sas one farmer in five has a car. Mis- 
souri has 4,000 saloons into which its 
people pay $80,000,000 a' year.; Missouri 
has but $20 per capita in the savings 
banks. Kansas, with 2,250,000 less pop-^ 
ulation, has more than $100 per capita. 


"Missouri has millions of dollars in- 
vested in breweries V and saloons, but 
Kansas lent $50,000,000-to New York in 
the panic of 1907, while Missouri de- 
clined to send a penny.?. 


In view of these results, Mr. Capper 
said, "it is ihe'duty of «Kansas people 
to . take the lead in' an active propa- 
ganda for making this a salOonless na- 
tion."

New York, Dec. 31.—^Valiant efforts axe 
being made by the promoters of 
the 
forthcoming bout between Jess Willard 
and Jack Johnson, to be held at Juarez 
on March 17, to surround the-event with, 
the glamour of a regular old fashioned 
scrap for the world's heavyweight cham- 
pionship. Willard is being boosted to the 
skies by the press agents—acclaimed as 
the grreatest white fighter since Jim Jef 
fries and "officially" tipped as having 
great chance to beat the negro champion 
To suit thé exigencies of the case Willard 
has suddenly developed overnight from a 
very mediocre heavyweight to the leader 
of the class. 
Nearly every bout staged 
nowadays has at stake for the -winner 
some future engagement with the lanky 
cowboy boxer. 


Just two things stand in .the way of 
giving a triue ring to the advance notlcef) 
that are being sent out. One Is that Wil- 
lard has never shown any marked class 
as a fighter and would be the easiest 
kind of. a mark for Johnson at his best 
and the other is that the boxing public 
is not yet ready to take anything that 
Johnson Is connected with seriously. The 
laughiable twenty round bout in which he 
met Frank Moran in Paris some months 
ago still appeals too strongly to every 
one's sense of 
humor. 
The 
chuckling 
caused by that affair will have to die 
down entirely before fight followers will 
be willintr to believe that a real botit for 
the championship la In prospect. 
The 
boxing public is gullible, but It takes a 
little while to make it forget things. The 
Willard-Johnson bout is cominer too soon 
after the Moran-Johnson "fight. 


It has become fairly well settled In the 
minds of most persons that the affair In 
which the neero chamnion 
and 
Frank 
Moran 
figured 
In 
Paris was desismed 
larsrely and 
conspicuously to 
replenish 
Johnson's fadlnar bank account. Johnson 
had been notoriously out of condition for 
a long time prior to the "contest." 
He 
oüght to have been soft pickings for any 
opponent possessing the slightest skill or 
ah atom of courage. Had it been Georges 
Carpentler who faced him, in spite of the 
great advantage in weight and size the 
Frenchman would have been conceding 
him, Johnson would undoubtedly 
have 
lost his title then and there. 
Moran by 
failing to make short shrift of the cham- 
pion after the latter's prolonged siege of 
dissipation opened the way to his being 
pronounced the worst misfit as a heavy- 
weight produced since the art of develop- 
ing "lemons" first became popular. 


•At $30,000 a man Johnson Is willing to 
take on all comers as fast as they arrive. 
And there Is no reason why he ought not 
to be when he understands that his op- 
ponent is satisfied to seek • nothing .more 
than his end of the p'urse, to say nothing 
of the fact that he need fear none of the 
white heavyweights that may be sent 
against him if he trains properly for the 
bout. 
In form it would be easy enough 
for the champion to defeat ainy of the 
men available as opponents, bût victory 
is made a double barralled 
certainty 
when he is also the promoter of the 
event, as he was when Moran met him. 
Bouts with the white hopes are nothing 
more or less than a means of helping him 
to obtain a tidy 
sum of money, with 
others, who have a finger in the pie also 
getting their slice; 


Nothing Willard, has ever done war-r 
rants the belief that he has the slightest 
chance against thè real Johnson. His sole 
hope would be if the champion, depend- 
ing upon Willard to show good faith In 
any prevloùà anrangement, neglected to 
t i ^ n for the bo'ut. 
In that ievent the 
opportunity to do a little double crossing 
would be open to the westerner, Just as it 
was to Moran, who presumably was too 
"honorable" to take advantage of it . If 
It chanced that Johnson money happened 
to bè backing the Juarez -venture ajxd 
the champion realized he need not neces- 
sarily get In condition, Willard might 
"suddenly be Inspired, to make a real -try 
for the championship.
